If you want a 
straight strike with no sellout, step out youyselves against 
the officials. 

2—NO PASSIV. ”! This strike is no vacation. Don't 
stay home or go out fu a good time. You will have a plenty 
good time on the picke. lines and in the various committees. 
Don't leave it to officials. Take the lead. 


3—DON'T TRUST THE ROOSEVELT ARBITRATION 
BOARD! All they have done so far is to try and put the 
Longshoremen in a bad light. McGrady, the big-shot on the 
board, has attacked the militant leaders of the ILA for not ac 
cepting the sellout proposals that Ryan and the shipowners 
tried to put over. Archbishop Hanna publicly announced he 
was praying on Wednesday night that the rank and file team- 
sters should lose their fight for a strike and that the Casey- 
Mclaughlin fakers should win against the strike. 

4—-DON’T TRUST THE CENTRAL LABOR COUNCIL 
FAKERS—BUILD A RANK AND FILE COMMITTEE OF ALL 
UNIONS TO LEAD THE GENERAL STRIKE! You teamsters 
heard the leaders of the “Tragedy” Committee of 7. You 
shouted them down and called them fakers. You are right. 
The rest of the workers in other unions must learn what the 
teamsters already know. These men are fakers. They are 
doing what Gov. Merriam, the strikebreaker, who called the 
National Guard tells them to do. Who supports these fakers? 
Lewis and Finnegan, the last remnants of the organized group 
of fakers in the S.F. ILA who are rapidly being discredited. 
So at the last meeting they talked the men into reinstating 
Edninister, a man who hasn't done longshore work in many 
pears, Edminister is a smooth faker of the Building Trades 
Council. He is there to play the game of Ryan—Vanderleur 
—Rossi—Merriam and other shipowners friends. 


You must do to Lewis what you have done to Ryan and 
what the Teamsters are now doing to Casey and McLaughlin. 
Also watch Edminister. Organize to drive them out. They 
talk smooth. Sometimes they even talk militant. But they are 
playing ball with the worst sell-out artists in the trade union 
movement. The old-time reactionary “labor leader’ must be 
replaced by young blood from the rank and file. Start things 
yourselves. The WESTERN WORKER will be glad to help 
you. But above all, elect a CENTRAL GENERAL STRIKE 
COMMITTEE of rank and file representatives from the unions. 
Then you'll be sure of a square deal.

Rousing Ovation Greets Bridges as He 
Appears Before Teamsters 


“Strategy” Committee Fails in 
Appeal for a Postponement 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 12—‘WE STRIKE” shouted 2500 
‘Teamsters as they rushed out of the Dreamland Auditorium into a 
tumultous ovation given them by thousands of Longshoremen and 
sympathizers who waited on the streets outside. Longshoremen and 
Teamsters wild with joy were embracing each other in the most 
stirring demonstration of workingclass solidarity that even this 
historic strike had yet witnessed. 

The fight against the fakers inside lasted over two hours but 
ended in a decisive victory for the militant rank and file. The 
meeting opend with Casey (President at $300.00 a week) intro- 
ducing three representatives of the Central Labor Council’s Tragedy 
‘(mis-named “Strategy”) Committee. Vanderleur. O’Connell and 
Kidwell. These three fakers tried to softsoap the men. They 
‘said that the Teamster’s militant action at the last meeting call 
ing this special meeting for action on the general strike frightened 
the shipowners. They did not say that the action was takem 
‘against the fakers opposition. They told the men _ that 
now “things are going our way”. Then they pleaded that the 
Teamsters postpone their strike until Monday “to give time for 
‘arbitration’. They were howled down. The men were on their 
|feet constantly, shouting at the fakers. Finally both sat down, 
completely licked. Then Casey and McLaughlin spoke. They plead- 
led for support to the Central Labor Council. They could not be 
‘heard much of the time because of the jeers, hisses and hoots of 
them men. One rank and file member, a butcher wagon driver, 
arose and shouted “It’s time we got rid of those two old B——s”. 

At this point, George O’Brien, a well-known rank and file 


man, arose and demanded to hear a strike committee representative. 


of the ILA. This was received with great enthusiasm. From many 
parts of the hall the shout went up, “Let’s hear Bridges!” A com 
mittee went into the street and asked the crowd for Bridges. 
This was taken as a good omen by the men outside and Bridges’ 
appearance was received with a great shout of approval. Inside, 
the men went wild as Bridges entered. Hats were tossed in the 
air, whistling and cheering lasted for several minutes. 

Except for frequent interruptions by applause and shouts of 
approval, the men hung on every word that Bridges spoke. He 
exposed the lies about the possible success of arbitration. .He 
repeated the militant stand and polices of the longshoremen. He 
explained how the Arbitration Board was playing the shipowners’ 
game. He concluded by saying “I know you are real brothers— 
you will strike tonight”. When he walked out the men made 
another demonstration and shouted assurances from the floor. 

Then Casey again began to speak. He started by saying that 
“Brother Bridges doesn’t know all the facts”. The men from the 
floor shouted back “Why didn’t you ask him while was was here™. 
Casey then warned them that they will forfeit their $10.00 weekly 
strike benefit. Almost in unison the men shouted back “Stick the 
$10.00 up your ———”". (Our quotations are not exact as to 
colorful language—they are edited to meet profanity laws). 

Casey and McLaughlin then made motions; the first to post 
pone action until Monday; the second to postpone action until af 
ter the maritime unions have an opportunity to vote on arbitra- 
tion. The next ten minutes bedlam reigned. It began to look 
physically dangerous for Casey. The vote was almost unanimous 
for strike.

Falls, re-sentenced, and on his 
way to the noose, 
1 The governor had agreed to 
delay proceedings until noon so 
fhat Goodman could get there, 
but the whole thing was over by 
POS Fae, When confronted 
by the defense, Gillenwater, 'the 
prosecutor, excused himself by 
saying that he did not want Jor- 
dan to be in danger of lynching, 
und that the Sheriff had learned 
that some men were going to 
“ret Jordan’ when he was. re- 
turned to Klamath Falls. 

Here is what Gillenwater was 
really: protecting the lynch courts 
from. experiencing. About two 
months azo Mary Gold, Secretary 
of the Portland Seetion of the 
ILD, held a mass meeting of over 
600 in Klamath Falls, exposing 
the whole frame-up. She charg- 
ed Gillenwater, Judge Dunean 
and the Sheriff, who were in the 
crowd, with railroading. The 
workers present realized the sig- 
nificanee of the Jordan case, and 
pledged themselves to crowd the 
courtroom the day Jordan was 
to be resentenced, demanding the 
immediate safe release of the 
innocent Negro worker.
